the control of Southern Pacific to that | 
of Union Pacific, all of the numerous 
essential details have been worked i 
out and a reorganization plan m eeting I 
the approval of the attorney general 
the I nion Pacific directors and the | 
Southern Pacific directors will be laid 
before the United States court in Utah 
this week. 
In the opinion of the a t­ 
torney general and of the directors of 
both companies, the plan conforms lib­ 
erally with both the spirit and the 
letter of the decision of the supreme 
court dissolving the Union Pacific sys­ 
tem, and it is believed that no objec­ 
tion will be raised to it by any of the 
parties in interest. 
Union Pacific disposes of its $ 120.- 
000,000 Southern Pacific stock, but ac­ 
quires from the Southern Pacific con­ 
trol of the Central Pacific with its 
1,561 miles of track and thus, as point­ 
ed out by the United States supreme 
court, there is fulfilled the original in­ 
tention of congress when the Central 
Pacific and Union Pacific companies 
were chartered, that is that there be 
built and operated as one continuous 
line a railroad from the Missouri river 
across the Rockies to the Pacific coast.

the vote being 49 to 46. 
At two dif­ 
ferent times the bill received the re­ 
quired number, the vote of Speaker 
Cook once giving it the constitutional 
majority, but other mem bers changing 
their votes after a verification of the 
vote had been ca’led for prevented 
its passage. 
The first test of strength came when 
a vote was taken on a motion calling 
for

indefinite 
postponement of 
the measure. 
The motion to postpone 
was defeated by a vote of 50 to 43, and 
the bill was immediately placed on its 
passage. 
Announcement that the garnishee 
bill would be acted ui>oii attracted the 
biggest lobby present at any time 
during the session. 
Hundreds of gro­ 
cers and m eat dealers, who hav« con­ 
ducted a long campaign for the en­ 
actm ent of a garnishfee law, crowded 
the space on the house floor allotted 
to spectators and filled the gallery. 
Each 
promoter of the bill wore a 
badge bearing the words, ‘*1 am for 
House Bill 215.” 


Intimidation Is Charged. 


Represen »alive C arter charged that 
the grocers. b> 
their presence and 
methods of campaign, had attem pted 
to intimidate the lawmakers, and he 
said that one grocer who approached 
him in a hotel lobby had threatened 
to cut off his political head. 
The grocers were jubilant when it 
was seen that 51 votes, the required 
number, had lx en cast for the bill, but 
a m oment later they were doomed to 
disappointment when Representative 
Cunningham of Miami county arose in 
his seat and changed his vote from 
“aye” to "no.” 
The grocers were again in high s p l ­ 
its when Speaker Cook, the last to 
vote, asked to be recorded as favoring 
the measure. 
This again brought «he 
vote up to 51, and the speaker was 
just in the act of announcing that the 
hill had passed when several oppon­ 
ents of the m easure requested a veri­ 
fication of the roll call. 
While the ver­ 
ification was being made. R epresenta­ 
tive Nix of Posey county and Repre­ 
sentative Ault of Bartholomew coun­ 
ty, who had voted for the bill, defeat­ 
ed it bv changing their votes. 
Since the bill received a majority, 
it may again be called up at any time 
during the session. 


No Highway Commission.

Hughes’s 
highway 
commission bill, term ed the adminis­ 
tration good roads measure, was killed 
by an overwhelming vote in the house 
when a motion to substitute a minor­ 
ity report for the passage of the m eas­ 
ure, for the majority report, recom­ 
mending indefinite postponement, lost 
by a count of 79 to 13. 
Indianapolis
